NOT WISE IN THEIR DAY. 


The arguments of the single gold 


standard organs are something like 
the prognostications of the famous 
Delphic oracle of old, they suit any 
possible contingencies. 
Just now 


these organs arc declaring the won- 
derful progress and prosperity Mex- 
ico 
is just now experiencing is 


ascribablc to the fact that she is 
practically on a gold basis, as her 
national debt is payable in gold. 


Only this month that country 


funded her public debt, reducing 
the interest from five to four per 
cpnt. The debt, it is true, is pay- 
able in gold, but only on contract 
with the borrower and not because, 
as in this country, gold is the legal 
standard. 


It seems the most logical deduc- 


tion, that if Mexico is progressing 
and prospering and finding a quick 
and active sale for her government 
securities at lower interest rate, 
while she yet, carries on the free 
coinage of silver, then free silver 
is working her no harm at all and 
she has no call for a single gold 
standard, 
because she practically 


has no need of the yellow money, 
or, at least, is able to readily ob- 
tain it when it will serve her pur- 
pose. 


One thing notable in Mexico's 


monetary system is,- all her best 
statesmen and 'financiers are evi- 
dently anxious t.hat the 
United 


States shall not resume 
Lhe free 


coinage of silver. They fully believe 
present conditions in the two coun- 
t/ires give theirs a distinct advant- 
age and naturally they arc loth to 
see it pass away. 


If there is anything calculated to 


make Democrats swear, it is the 
insistence of a Eepublican paper 
down at St. Louis, that'McK5nicy's 
fracture of the civil service grew 
out of Grover Cleveland's "vicious 
spoils system."
